coast, nor been to sea, can form no ade- 
quate idea of tbo effect Ibat can bo produced 
by tbo Impact of a sneeonsion of waves or o 
single wave.

on Iho extreme northern coast of Scotland, 
where » break-water has been building for 
some years past, may give an idea of what 
is meant by water-power.
